Post Office Forced to Go Into 

Open Market For Stamps. 



Uncle Sam went on the open mar- 
ket yesterday for the product of his 
own workshops. The postoffice in 
Paducah yesterday ran out of one 
cent stamps and the clerks went to 
the expediency of buying up stamps 
in drug stores, book stores und other 
places where they usually are on 
sale, to sell again through the stamp 
window. This was small relief, how- 
ever. and in another hour every in- 
quiry for one cent stamps was met 
with the statement that there were 
none for sale. Explaining the scar 
city of the stamps, the clerks said 
that they had put In their order at 
the usual time, September 1, but up 
until a week ago had not received 
any answer from XX'ashlngton. Then 
they telegraphed an inquiry about 
thorn but have no information as to 
when they will receive a consignment 



The post card craze is responsible for 
the scarcity and It Is believed that 
the heavy demand from all over the 
country is straining the capacity of 
tlie government printing office. Much 
Inconvenience wus caused to individ- 
uals by the scarcity of the one cent I 
stamps, and large consumers are also 
suffering. The stamp clerk said he 
had no comprehensive Idea of the 
enormity of sales in one cent stamps 
until yesterday when he was com- 
pelled to turn down orders for 
them. All retail stores were ran- 
sacked to supply the demand of per- 
sons disappointed at the postofflee. 

This morning the situation was re- 
lieved by the opportune arrival of 
one-cent stamps in sufficient quantity 
to meet ail demands and the post 
card sending can go on without a 
break. For a time, though, yester- 
day, it was a trifle tense.

There are a good nmtyr ti l- ks to 
gain time In dueling.

In either of these cases the point 
has to be sandpapered and treated 
with antiseptic or held In a Dame, so 
thRt there may be no risk of a wound 
being poisoned. 

With pistols the conditions are ar- 
ranged according to the serlonsne.-s 
of the quarrel. As a rule, dueling 
pistols at twenty-five paces are used. 
The dueling pistol Is muzzle-loading 
and rifled. Its pull-off Is regulaled 
by the circumstances; nlao the pow- 
der charge. Seconds often arrange

It Is not natural rubber, 
hut an artlfleial compound, which Is 
fastened to the rlni of the wheels by 
a process of welding. The coating 
cannot be torn off, and wears only a 
little faster than Iron, If the top sur- 
face of the rails were coated with 
this same rubher-llke composition, 
friction would be reduced to a mini- 
mum.

America's twoi 
foremost “trust bust •:*" will tomor-| 
row morning hold an Important con- 
ference concerning u line of trusl pro- 
secutions that a:e of the utmost Im- 
portance. Attorney -Genera! Charles .1 
Bonaparte reached Chicago this af- 
ternoon at 5 o'clock. Tomorrow morn 
[ing at 9 o'clock he will go Into con- 
fetenee with United States District 
Attorney Edwin W. Sims. In that con- 
ference there will be decided what 
action will be taken In regard to a 
half dozen leading trust matters. 

It is indicated that among these 
matters are new and interesting ac- 
tions.
